WEST PALM BEACH, Florida—

A great hurricane, blowing 130 
miles an hour out of the West 
Indies, has devastated the Florida 
East Coast from Palm Beach 
South to Homestead. Many 
cities have been destroyed, and 
many hudreds of lives lost, 

The known dead totalled 261, 
Authoritative agencies estimated 
the number killed at 471 in the 
larger cities alone. The Red 
Cross have received reports the 
dead will reach 700, and some es- 
timates run as high as 1,000,

mated homeless and suffering severe

Property damage will surpass 
$100,000,000. It has been estimated 
that Miami alone will show losses 
equalling that figure.
